HATEVER Changes.or Chop- 
pings our Government has admitted 
as to Perfons of Minifters in all 
Reigns, yet there are certain 

' Maxims which moft ever be unva- 
riable, and cannot be loft without 
lofing the Confticution itfelt. 





OF thefe the capital, perhaps, is, That the Maritime 
Force is the natural Defence of England ; nor do I remem 
ber ever to have either read or heard of an Adminiftra- 
tion in England weak or wicked enough avowedly to 
difpute this Truth. Itis with fome Degree of Concern 
and Satisfa@tion at the fame Time, that we find all the 
Speeches and Writings upon this Head thirty or forty, 
nay a hundred Years ago, are now as applicable as if 
they had been wrote in the glorious Years from 1742 
m 1746. Asa Proof of this, we will take the Liberty 
of tranfcribing from g Pamphlet, intitled, 4n Enguiry 
into the Canfes of our Naval Mifcarviages, a Paragraph or 
two. 


«< Had any Man pretended to foretel twenty Years 
ago, that England and Holland fhould ‘be in War with 
France and Spain, and not be able in a Courfe of fifteen 
or fixteen Years War to prevent fuch Loffes as both of 
us have had by Sea, and in our Plantations, by the 
Naval Power of France, nor tomake ourfelves fo much 
Mafters at Sea, as to hinder their continual Supplies of 
Money from the Weft indies, while we ourfelves are in 
fuch Want of ic: I fay, any Man, that fhould have 
pretended to foretel this, would have been looked upon 
as a falfe Prophet, and brain fick Enthufiaft, void of 
all Reafon ; nor would he have been Iefs ridiculed and 
defpifed, who fhould have ventured to fay, That two 
fuch wife and warlike Nations could have failed of ef- 
fe€tual Meafares, to prevent fuch a bloody, lafting, and 
expenfive War by Land, when it was in their Power 
to have brought it toa fhort Conclufion, by a vigorous 
War at Sea: For had we once feized the French King's 
Purfe in the Wef-[udies, which one would think we 
might cafily have done by our own native Strength 
there, feconded by a flrong Squadron of Men of War, 
and a competent Number of brisk Cruizers upon his 
Trade, he muft foon have dropp’d his Sword ; for, in 
that Cafe, Spain, inftead of being an Advantage to him, 
muft have proved fuch a Burden as would have broke 
his Back. I am the more confirmed in this Opinion, 
tecaufe I have very good Information, that had we 
but afew Years ago fent a competent Squadron, well 
manned, to the Weft-Indies, we might have eafily been 
Mafters of Canada, the French Plantations there being 
in fo great Want, till they were fupplied by a Convoy 
of about fixty Sail, that they could not have avoided 
fubmitting to us; and by that Means we fhould have 
effetually fecured our own Plantations in Northern 
America; whereas now, from Memorials and other 
Papers that I have feen by Men who are concerned to 
underftand the State of that Country, it appears, that 
we are ftill in Danger of greater Lofles in thofe Parts, 
than any we have yet faflaincd,” 





«© There is one Thing more I cannot but take Notice 
of, as the Refult of our Want of Seamen, occafioned 
by the Mifmanagements above mentioned ; and that is, 
that many Times our Loffes, by Ssorms at Sea, proceed 
from Want of Gonuoys in due Time: And thus it happens 
that our Virginia and Barhadoes Fleets; which, in ‘Time 
of Peace, ufed tocome regularly home in Fuly, Auguft, 
or September, now, for Want of Convoysin due Time, 
do often make it September or OF ober before they fet out 
from thence, dnd are by Confequence expofed to the 
Tempefts of the Seafon: Many Times our Merchant 
Fleets outward-bound, alfo, Jofe their Seafons and 
Markets for Want of Convoys; which is not only a 
great Lofs to our Merchants and Tradefmen, but alfoto 
the Government, who lofe in Proportion of their Cuf- 
toms, what the Merchants lofe in Trade.” 


“ Though Merchants, and other private Adventurers, 
may be under Difficulties, and infaperable Difcourage - 
ments, in reprefenting thofe Things to fuch Perfons as 
they think capable ro give them Eafe and Redrets; the 
Commons of Eng/and can never be under fuch Circum- 
flances, as to make it inconvenient or unfafe for them to 
make due Inquiries into the Caufes of fuch Mistortunes, 
and to advife to fuch Methods as may prevent the like 
in Time to come.” 


‘© Whatever Views others may have in prolonging a 
War, it is the Intereft of the People of England to bring 
it to a fpeedy and bonouralle Conclusion.” 


The fame Author, in recapitulating the Heads of his 
Pamphlet, does it in the following Words; which I 
with were le{s applicable now: The Author addrelling 
himfelf to a Member of P t, who it i¢ems was him- 
felf concerned in Naval Affairs, 





“1, Take Care to reform the Morals of your Offi- 
cers and Seamen, according to the Methods above 
mentioned, left otherwife Heaven as well as the common 
Enemy be engaged againft you ; and, though there was 
nothing in this, you fee there are political Reafons, why 


our Officers and Seamen ought to be fober and regular 
in their Converfation.” 


‘© 2. Be fure that the Punifhments on board the 
Fleet be fuch as may convince the Seamen of the Odiouf- 
nefs of their Crimes, and not fuch as may debate their 
Spirits, or make them think that the Officers feek to 
gratify their own bruiith Revenge, contemn their Fel- 
low Creatures and Subjects, ufurp a Legiflative Power, 
or invade Magna Charta, and the Bicth-right of Ang 
lijbmen.” 


** 3. Take Care, their Provifions be good and plen- 
tiful ; that there beno Connivance at Frauds to the Pre- 
judice of the Seamen ; 
clean, carefully look’d afier, when fick, and in all 
other Refpects ufed kindly.” 


and let them be kept fweer and 





«« 4, Lerthem be duly paid, when they come home, 
that they may have fome comfortable Enjoyment of | 
themfelves, with their Wives, Relations, and Friends ; 


and that the Money we pay them may circulate among 
ourfelves. Let their fhort Allowance and Prize moncy 
be duly paid, at the fame Time with their Wages, and 
their Plunder be duly fhared among them.” 


“6 5. Let the Quarters of the Sick and Wounded be 
duly paid, and let their Doftors and Surgeons on 
board, or afhore, be skillful and careful, and furnifhed 
with good Medicines.” 


“* 6. Take Care that Men be advanced, according to 
their Merit ; and let not Seniority, without other Qua- 
lifications, or Letters of Recommendation, and Moncy 
or Intereft, be the ordinary Steps to Advancement. 
And, to this End, let a Lift of all thofe, who behave 
themfelves well on any Occafion, be carefully kept, 
and at the End of every Expedition laid before the 
Prince aud Parliament.” 


7. Let Seamen's Wages be raifed according to the 
prefent Proportion of the Wages of Servants and La- 
bourers, as was the old commendable Practice: For it is 
a Difgrace to the Government, that private Perfons 
fhould pay and reward better than they.” 


“8 Let there be Money always atthe Pay -Office to 
fatisty the Exccutors of thofe who dic in the Service, or 
thofe who have lawful Powers to receive the Pay of 
fuch as have been turned over into other Ships, before 
the Ships they belonged to were paid: And let an 
End for ever be put to that mifchievous Praétice of 
Calls and Recalls, in attending upon which, many have 
fpent the greateft Part of their Pay, before they re- 
ceived it.” 


“9. Ina Word, let all thofe Abufes introduced into 
the Management of our Fleet, fince the Reftoration, 
be inquir’d into and redrefs’d; and let Commiflions be 
given to fuch as have been bred to Navigation, and 
have a good Repure, among the Mariners: For fuch 
Officers will be able to raife moft of their Men by theie 
own Reputation.”

Edialurgh, March 17. ‘The advanced Guards of the 
Army under his Royal Highnefs the Duke, are ft:ll at 
Old Meldrum, and feveral Battalions from Aberdeen 
were in Readinels to march on Wednefday ard Thorf 
day, and are to dire&t their March by Strathbopie, 


towards the Paflage of the Spey at Phocabers; bur later 


Advices tay, they had nor moved on Friday. 

The beft Account of the Rebels is, that they are ga- 
thering in a Kody, with an Intention to difpute the 
Paffape of the Spey 

We are inform'd, that his Royal Highnefs the Dake 
has receiv’d Ditpatches of a very late Date from the 
Earl of Loudon, with Advice that his Corps are in 
Rotsfhire, and plennfuily fuppled with Provifious ; 
that his Lordfhip had colleéted together a fufficient 
Number of Ships, Boats, Barges, &c. to tranfport 
them to the South Side of the Murray Firth, and watred 
his Royal Highnefs’s Commands. 

Some Letters tram Argylefhire affure, that Fort 
William made a brave Defence, and by throwing fome 
Bombs, which luckily fell amongft the Rebeis, feveral 
were killed, and the reft retired. 

‘Thurtday three large Pieces of Cannon taken from 
the Rebels, were brought from Leith, and depefited in 
the Caltle ; lhkewite the Carrtuges for a great Number 
more, which are now lying on the Shore of Leith. 

Ycflerday Colonel Lee's Kegiment came to this Place 
from [er wick. 

On Thurfday a milicary Cheft came here efcorted by 
a Party of Dragoons, 

att Week a great Quantity of Bomb Shells, from 
the Tower, were carrted to the Caftle 

Yelterday the Tranfports with Bligh’s Regiment, the 
recovered Soldiers, aud the Storefhips, fatled for Aber- 
CCH). 

‘There are Letters which mention feveral Spies to 
have been taken up at Aberdeen in Women’s Habits. 

A good many Veflels are come into the Port of Leith 
with Grain ; fo we hope the Prices will foon fall. 

Edinbureh, Afarch 18. The Du:ch Troops have been 
embarking the whole of laft Week for Holland ; aid 
wow, asthe Wind ts fair, they no doubr will very toon 
fer fail. 

The latett Advices from Aberdeen make the main 
Body of the Army, under his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke, to be ftill there. ——Ir has been unlucky that 
the Wind Yefterday tid not prove fair for the ‘Trant- 
ports and Storefhips; bur it is imagined, as now there is 
an Alteration, they will immediately proceed to Aber- 
deen 

The Rebels are faid to be moving towards Cullen and 
Bamff; but whether the whole, or only Detachmeuts 
to fecure Provifions, we do not learn. 

Several more of the Rebels Cannon were this Day 
brought up to the Caftle. 

Yeflerday fome fine Mortars from London were de- 
pofied in that Fortrets 

‘Tiere are feven more Storefhips for the Ule cf the 
Army at Aberdeen, arrived tn the Road of Leith, and 
will fail immediately,

Lidibuvreb, March 20, On Thartday laft four Regi- 
ments of Foot, viz, Barrel's, Chalmoudeley’s, Royal 
Scots, Price’s, with fome Dragoons, under the Com- 
maud of General Bland, marched trom Aberdeen to 
Inverary, Old Meldrom, &c Oa Monday four ovhers, 
viz.

Newcaftle, Alarch 22. A Letter from Aberdeen, 
dated on Sunday Night laft, fays, that the Duke’s Army 
is well fupplied with all Kinds of Provifions; that a 
Divifion of that Army was to march next Morning 
Northwards; and that the Heffians were alfo on the 
March towards the Kebels by Wade’s Road to Inver- 
nefs; cn which, they will be obliged to encamp all the 
Wey to Badenoch, for Want of Houles to put them 
under Cover. By this Meansthe Rebels will be put be- 
tween two Hires, and be prevented from coming South 
again, as the Roads which the Duke’s Army and the 

leifians now occupy, are the only ones, in the North, 
fit for an Army with Carriages. = 

Ir is affared, that the Rebels have already loft near 
00 Men before Fort William. 

Ic is Said, that 20co of Cameron of Locheal’s Re- 
bels, having marched into Argylefhire, they were join’d 
by 500 Macleans.

Ghucefter, March 22. This Week, as fome Perfons 
were dipping tocnlarge a Cellar in the Southgate-ftreer, 
about 10 or 11 Feet under Ground, they difcovered & 
very Curious Roman Pavement, done with imall Srones, 
a little above half an Inch fquare, reprefenting feveraf 
Birds and Beafts in divers Colours.

Whitehall, March 24. This Day an Exprefs arrived 
with the following Advices from his Royal Highnets 
the Duke of Cumberland. 

Aberdeen, March 19. His Royal Highnefs having re- 
ceiv'd Intelligence on Sunday the 16:h Toft. thar Roy 
Stewart was at Strathbogie, with about One Thoutand 
Foot, and threefcore Huflirs, fent Colonel Conway 
with Orders to Major General Bland to aticmpr to fur- 
prize them, andif he fhould nor fucceed in that, to at- 
tack them: And his Royal Highuets order’d Brigadier 
Mordaunor, with four Battalions, and four Picces of 
Cannon, to march by Break of Day on Monday Morn- 
ing to Old Meldrum, in order co fuftain Major Gene-. 
rat Bland, if there fhould be Occafion. On Monday 
the 17th, Major General Bland marched towards Strath- 
bogie, and was almolt within Sight of the Place, when 
the Rebels had the firft Notice of his Approach: Upow 
which, they abandoned the Town, and fled with the ur- 
moft Precipitatidén towards Keith. Our. Van Guard 
pufhed the Rear of rhe Rebelsa pood Way beyond the 
River Devefon ; but as the Night was coming on, and 
the Evening was wet and hazy, Major General Bland 
order’d the ‘Troops to quit the Purfuit: Notwithftund- 
ing which, the Volunreers, viz. the Marquis of Granby, 
Co}. Conway, Captain Halden, and feveral others, con- 
tinued to purive the Rebcls, at leaft two Miles; whote 
Pannic was fo great, that ir was concluded they would 
act haltiong ina Place, “ull they had pated the Spey 

‘The Campbelis, who lead the Van, behaved cxeremely 
well, as did alfo the Duke of Kiogfton’s Hort. ; and, 
in general, all the Troops. It as reported frota among 
the Rebels, thar Koy Siuort was killed by a Shor he 
receiv'd trom one of the Duke of Kingflon’s Men 

There are no frefh Accounts from the Welt. 

The Earl of Loudon remains at Darnich in the 
County of Sutherland, having been joived by 310 Men, 
in four Companies, from the Earl of Suvhertand, be- 





fides Serjeants, Corporals, and Drums 
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Au Account is r¢cciv’d from the Barl of Crawford, 
that two or three tmall Parties, pofted at different 
Places in the Neighbourhood of Athol, have been fur- 
priced by the Rebels, and ihe Men either killed or 
saken Prifoners. 

Perth, March 1y. The Prince of Heffe came to Dun- 
keld on Friday latt, and returned hither on Saturday. 
There are Accounts, that a Party of Argylefhiremen, 
under che Command of Glenure, quarter’d at the Foot 
of Kanach, were attack’d by a Party of the Rebels on 
Monday the 17th [nftanr, at ‘Iwo o’Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and either killed or taken Prifoners. Orders have 
been received at Pitlochry, fix Miles below Blair, 
figned by fome of the Rebels, to raife rhe Men in Athol ; 
and the Rebels have placed Guards all the Way berween 
Blair and that Place, which ftops all Communication 
between Dunkeld to Blair. The Rebels have furpriz'd 
two Parties of the Argylefhiremen, which were pofted 
at Blairfettie and Kennochan, one three Miles, the 
other fix Miles above Blair, ‘The Party at Cufhivelle, 
three Miles trom Caflle Menzies, is faid to have retired 
to the Garrifon there. Iris added, that Lord George 
Murray, with a Body cf the Rebels, has actually at- 
tacked the Caftle of Blair ; and that there was another 
Body of them within three Miles of Caftle Menzies. 

Edinburgh, March 20, The Tranfports with Bligh’s 
Regimant are ftill detained here by contrary Winds.
